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Save-the-Alhambran Denies 
Any Connection With God

“They think we're soliciting 
for Jesus.” 
The Save the Alhambra 


Committee has been 
misunderstood before, but never 
so much as since they plunked 
» down their tables and signs in 
front of the cafeteria and tried 
17,000 CSUS 
they all needed 


to convince 
students that 
absentee ballots 

According to Mike Lynch, 
who mans a table and denies any 
connection with Jesus, the 
unusual absentee voting 
campaign is the result of an 
unfortunate coincidence 

The April 17 bond election to 
save the Alhambra threatre falls 
during Easter vacation, a week 
when the Alhambra’s most 
sympathetic supporters -- college 
students - will be anywhere but 
Sacramento 

Because voter turnout is only 
about 15% during this type of 
special election, the Save the 
Alhambra Committee feels that 
with the votes of 3,000 to 5,000 
students, they can reach the 
two-thirds majority necessary to 
pass a bond measure 

At stake is $1.5 million, 
which would be used to buy 
back Safeway’s rights to the land 
where the Alhambra stands and 
to renovate the old building. 

The cost per taxpayer, 
according to the Committee, 
would be about 27 cents 
annually for 15 years. 

Since most people are leery of 
things they don’t understand, 
Lynch described the absentee 
voting process. 

The Save the Alhambra table 
provides applications for 
absentee ballots ~ not the ballots 
themselves. Applications must 
be in by April 10, and the 
Alhambra people will even turn 
them in for you. 

When the absentee ballot 
arrives in the mail, simply fill it 
out and mail it back to the 
County Clerk. It must be

postmarked by 8 p.m., April 17 

There's no harm done if you 
request an absentee ballot, just 
in case, and then find yourself 
home on April 17. According to 
Lynch, absentee ballots can be 
used just like regular ballots at 
your usual polling place 

Simple, isn’t it? Lynch says 
that between American River 
College, Sacramento City 
College, and CSUS, 1,500 people 
have taken advantage of the 
absentte ballot requests so far 
On a good day at CSUS, they 
logged 177 applications 

For those that are inspired to 
more than just voting, the 
Committee (naturally) needs 
volunteers to man similar tables, 
pass out applications in their

Women Are Second-Ch

Saturday a group of women 
zathered at CSUS to study the 
aws as it pertains to welfare, 
rape, divorce, employment and 
the civil rights of single women 
The ¢.oup learned their mghts 
are very limited 

The day-long workshop, 
‘Exploring Women’s Rights.” 
was sponsored by the Women’s 
Advocate Office, the Continuing 
Education Programs for Women, 
and the Women’s Caucus of 
CSUS 

The morning began with a 
panel discussion, introduced by 
Kathy Barry, CSUS’s Women’s 
Advocate. Other panel members 
were Geri Sherwood from the 
National Organization of Women 
(NOW); Kate Millet, 
Distinguished Visiting Professor; 
and Karen Kaplowitz, who are 
been working with the women 
prisoners incarcerated in the Los 
Angeles county Jail 

A few of that 
comments were 

Sherwocd: ERA will not 
automatically our 
problems, it will only provide a 
mechanism to use in finding 
solutions to these problems. A 
woman is defined in relationship 
to her husband. For example, in 
order to register to vote, a 
woman must state her marital 
This is an invasion of 
privacy, which is not required of 
male voters 

Millet: Gay women have no 
rights. We are non-persons, 
non-citizens, treated like lepers. 
The Supreme Court ruled that 
no homosexual can have 
citizenship in the U.S., they are 
considered undesireable aliens 
Under an executive order, no 
federal jobs are open to 
homosexuals. This even means 
cleaning toilets or sweeping 
steps. Homosexuals live in 
perpetual fear of the knock on 
the door, bringing the news that 
they no longer have their jobs. 

Kaplowitz: Every woman 
brought to the L.A. jai is 
robbed of all her medical 
perscriptions, including birth 
control bills. And the authorities 
give no rationale for this. The 
medical care in the jail is 
atrocious. In an examination of 
one woman, who was six months 
pregnant, the doctor broke the 
water bag. After shabby medical 
procedures later, the woman 
delivered at seven and a half 
months. At this time the baby 
was taken from her , because 
she was judged an unfit mother.

Only recently have women 
prisoners been able to have visits 
from their children, a privilege 
which is granted to men 

In jail, women are taught how 
to cook, bake, and clean. This 1s 
hardly the training that would 
provide women with the 
eucaiton which would enable 
them to obtain a meaningful job 
in their community 

After this initial panel 
discussion, the women broke up 


into workshops on the five 
topics. 
This reporter attended a 


workshop on civil rights and the 
single person. It was conducted 
by Jennifer Moss and Patricia 
Lynch, students at 
McGeorge. 

They began with the topic of 
taxation. Single people pay 50 


law 


to 2500% more than married 
couples with comparable 
incomes. For example, if the 


taxable income is $6,500 on a 
joint return the tax value is 40%, 
for a widow or divorcee who is 
the head of the household, the 
tax value is 75%; for a single 
person it is 130%. The tax 
structure favors the traditional 
family where one works and the 
other stays at home with the 
children. A bill now in the 
California legislature would 
provide for the taxation of single 
persons at the same value as 
married persons filing joint 
returns 

The next topic was insurance 
rates. A single woman between 
30 and 64 will pay lower auto 
insurance rates than average, a 
single person (of either sex) 
under 25 pays higher rates. A 
single woman living with another 
woman has no problems about 
insurance. But a single woman 
living with a man will have 
difficulties, because the 
insurance companies believe 
such a person is ‘unstable.’ 
Divorcees are also considered 
“unstable.” Stability is based o 
you driving record, job statu 
and marital status. 

A bill introduced this sessio 
of the state legislature would 
prohibit discrimination o 
insurance rates because of one’ 
race, color, religion, nationalit 
or ancestry. But discriminatio 
because of sex or marital statu 
will still be allowed. 

The discussion moved next tq 
property rights and credit.

rating. To remedy this, the 
legislature is working on a bill to 
allow a woman to get credit in 
her name if she requests it 

Finally the topics of 
adoptions and unwed mothers 
were discussed. 

Adoptions by single persons 
were allowed in several states, 
California included. But 
adoption can be a long legal 
process that might take three or 
four years or even longer 

Concerning child legitimacy, 
only a man may legitimatize a 
child. Marriage is not a 
prerequisite to legitimacy, and a 
paternity suit will not do it 
either. A man must acknowledge 
the child as his and state that he 
will tak* it in to his home and 
raise it as his owr. He need not 
marry the mother 

In the afternoon sessicn I 
attended the workship on rape, 
whose facilitator was Sally 
Wagner of CSUS Women’s 
Studies and Women’s Caucus. It 
was like hearing an account of a 
bad nightmare. 

As to rape statistics, a woman 
is raped every 15 minutes in the 
U.S. Latest FBI figures show 
that while overall crime went 
s down 3% during the 1971-72 

period, rape rose 11% (burglary 

was second, with an increase of 

6%). 

Gur rape laws were originated 
in order for a man to protect his 
property rights to his wife’s 
body. Since a woman's body is 
property of her husband, (even 
if she is separated from him) she 
cannot claim rape if he should 
have forcible sexual ralations 

m with her. 

In Sacramento city, a woman 
who reports a rape is interviewed 
by a male policeman who is 
probably accultured by the rape 
beliefs. This is referred to as ‘the 
second rape.’ 

The woman then must 
undergo a pelvic exam to check 
for the presence of semen. Also 
the victim’s underpants are kept 
for a semen check. 

Ms. Wagner quite adequately 
pictured the rape situation by 
saying this: “The rapist has 
much more protection than the 
victim. The men make the laws, 
the laws are enforced by men, a 
male will interview and examine 
the victim and the case will 
come before a jury made up of 
men and women who have been 
raised in a male supremist 
society.

Quite clearly - on these and 
other issues - student needs have 
been ignored and little has been 
done by our student lobbyists to 
see that they are met. 

Despite the claims of 
CSUCPA, students have no 
meaningful say in educational 
policy-making. They are on 
committees - but their presence 
on these committees is a 
physical presence only 

Students are on these 
committees so it will look like 
there is some student input, 
when in fact there is not. It is a 
good tactic on the Trustees’ 
parts, but it is also a tactic that 
must be viewed for what it is - 
an attempt to curtail dissent on 
the campuses by giving the 
appearance of caring about what 
students think 

An organization representing 
270,000 people (over 700,000 if 
you count parents), ought to 
have more influence with an 
essentially political body. But 
currently they cannot even get 
support for a minor thing like 
Opposing an increase in parking 
fees 

Rather than wearing our suits 
and saying ‘‘Mr. Chairman, 
excuse me. I'd like to say 
something,” students - through 
CSUCPA - should be organizing 

The educational issues of this 

stat€ should be publicized on 


every campus. It should be made 
crystal clear to every student in 
this state just exactly how the 
present Board of Trustees is 
ignoring their needs. It should be 
clear to every gubernatorial 
candidate that if they want 
student support they had better 
support the firing of Glenn 
Dumke and changing the Board 
of Trustees 

Organizational work like this 
isn’t as fun and glamorous as 
testifying before the Board of 
Trustees and acting like a big 
shot with them - but it is a fat 
more productive tactic. At this 
point in time, with this Board of 
Trustees, all else is folly 

I hate to sound negative but 
when I look at what is

lion courage, and so on. In the
